Table Decorations. 


In dinner-table decorations one dominant 
tone of color seems to remain the fashion- 
able eraze, notably pink.

White, yellow and turquoise 
biue china swans ani hoats are used for 
flowers.. The latter are ten ar twelve inches 
in length and stand on a glass or plush mat, 
with leaves of ferns arranged to fall over the 
sides.

easily worked when the oil is out, and be- 


cause there is now a ready market for the 
oil as salad oil, it being in many respects 
equal to the olive oil. To extract the oif 
uires very powerful hyd au:ie pressure, 
and a suitable press would eost from 
$1,500 to 32,000. Large dealers in the pr. oci- 
pal cities operate in the seed or crude siock 
and press it and supply the trade with what 
is known as mustard cake, furmed by the 
process of extracting the oil, and which 
contains everything except the oil—the same 
precisely as linseed cake. After this the 
pressed seed is separated from the bran to 
extract the flour. Pure mustard cannot be 
ground in mills, and unless it is very much 
adulterated it cannot be ground at all, on 
account of the oil retained in the cake. The 
usual process therefore, is to take say 100 
pounds and put a quantity of the broken 
cake in a pot or mortar and pound and sii 
it so as to extract about fifty percent. The 
machinery used for pounding the mustard is 
a simple contrivance, called sometimes a 
stamp mill, being a battery of pounders 
ranging in number from two up to sixteen. 
The process is slow, but very simple. After 
passing we pe by the pounders the mustard 
cake—now reduced to the consistency of soft 
middlings — is transferred to a series of 
sieves, the fine faliing into a receptacie be- 
low. This bolted flour of mustard is strictly 
ure and is as pure as it is possible to make 
it from the stock you have used, whether it 
is good or bad. 


Creamery Flavors. 


A shipment of butter from a creamery re- 
cently arrived in market, and on being tried 
was found “off favor.“ The previous repu- 
tation of the creamery had been good, and 
measures were taken to ascertain the cause 
of the trouhle. It was finaily located in the 
fioor of the creamery building. Although 
usual care had been taken to keep ii clean 
and sweet, more or less buttermilk bad been 
spilled and absorbed by the wooden floor, 
and the usuel heat of tne summer bad 
caused bad odors which in turn were ab- 
sorbed by the milk and cream. The prumpt 
use of disiniectants removed the truut.e lor 
the time being, but the fact rewains that 
under similar ciicumstances like trouble 
way be expected in any creamery or dairy 
house, 

It is evident that wood is not a suitable 
material ior stitch floors. Either there mast 
be ne milk or whey spilled on the soor, or 
the latter must be inpervious to liquids. 
Besides being nonporous the floor should 
have a slope toward one side, so that the 


water used in cleanuing it may run off freely 


and quickly. Brick foora will not do, for 
they are very porous, and most kinds oi flag- 
stones are more or jess pervious to liquids. 
A well-made cement floor is impervious to 
water and is the cheapest material known 
from which to make such a floor, Akron 
cement is cheap and durable, and can be ob- 
tained anywhere. Level off the earth where 
the floor is to be made, and cover it with 
broken stone about the size of walnuts. On 
this spread @ coating of cement made by 
mixing three parts oi sharp sand with one 
part of cement and water enough to make it 
of the consistency of thin mortar. Mix only 
a little at atime and pound the mortar ahd 
stone down well beiore the mortor sets. 
Leave tue surface rough so that the next 
coat will adhere to it. The second coat of 
mortor shouid be thin enough to be easily 
made smooth before it sets. In ten days 
such a floor will be nearly as hard as cast 
iron. 

Floors made of asphalt are even harder 
than cement floors, but cost more. The tarry 
odor disa in the course of time, but 
when present it does no injury. Milk and 
cream do not absorb the odor of asphalt and 
it acts rather as a disinfectant. To make an 
asphalt floor, mix in the following propor- 
tions: Coal tar 10 per cent., cinders 42 per 
cent., sand 42 per cent., and rosin and water 
6 per cent. Mix well and put on a coat two 
and one-half inches thick. Another formula 
is coal tar 10 per cent., asphaltum 10 per 
cent., and sand 80 per cent. The sand should 
be coarse. Asphalt comes from the Island 
of Trigidad, and cosis here about $6 per 
barrel. The cost of au asppalt floor would

TorERA, Kas., Nov.15.—The An- 
nual Convention of the National 
Grange Patrons of Iodustry met 
here yesterday, at which every 
State in the Union was represented. 
The Standing Committees were 
announced this morning,when Act- 
ing Master, James Draper, deliv- 
ered his annualaddress. He spoke 
of the flourishing condition of the 
Order, and said that during the 
past year 193 subordinate Granges 
had been organized, the greatest 
increase being in North Carolina. 
Past experience showed that the 
organization needed a more per- 
fect system in the supervision of 
i s legislative interests. He recom- 
mended that some person with 


authority to act for the Grange, be 
stationed in. Washington during 
the sessions of Congress. After 
criticising the action of the United 
States Senate in rejecting a bill to 
enlarge the powers of the duties of 
the Department of Agriculture, he 
turned his attention to the Trusts, 
which he denounced as injurious to 
the producer and consumer. alike, 
to an extent unparalleled in the 
world’s history. On the tariff 
question he said: The declaration 
of the purposes of our Order de- 
mands protection to the weak and 
restraint upon the strong. Equita- 
ble tariff legislation is au issue sec- 
ond to nove in this direction, and 
to accomplish anything we must 
use our undivided influence and 
organized power in demanding a 
reduction of the highly protected 
industries-to correspond with the 
protection that agriculture is re- 
ceiving, or else an increase of pro- 
tection on agriculture that shall be 
equitable and just to all concerned. 

The annual convention of the 
Farmers’ Congress of the United 
States also metinthis city. The 
roll-call showed thirty States rep- 
resented.

SLAUGHTERING. 


Some Rules Which Should be ob- 
served, 

The American A griculturist says: 
If the hogs to be slaughtered are fed 
within twelve hours of their killing, 
the food is wasted, the meat will be 
more disposed to sour, and it will be 
more difficult to remove the distended 
intest&nes and take from them the lard. 
Nor is it well to allow the swine to 
drink on the morning of the day they 
are to be killed. ‘Hogs can't be killed 
too’ quickly. The more rapidly they 
are killed and the blood got out of 
them the better. A well-directed blow 
on the head just in front of the ears 
will make the animal unconscious; 
but the chances for a mis-stroke are 
80 Many, and as the stroke makes unfit 
for use considerable meat, this method 
of killing cannot be recommended, 
The use of the shotgun is no better; 
the rifle is the weapon to use. A ball 
on a line from the base of be ear to 
the opposite eye produces instant death, 
and does not cause the waste of any 
meat.
